LONDON, JULY 27— The Italian people must renounce 
their alliance with Nazi G erm any and lay down their anna 
to escape invasion and devastating attack by land, sea and 
air, Prim e Minister W inston Churchill told the house of 
commons today. 
In his first report on the dram atic sequence of events 
following the resignation of Benito Mussolini and the os­ 
tensible end of Fascism in the Italian kingdom, Churchill 
set forth these requisites for Allied peace negotiations. 
1— Unconditional surrender, as dem anded at Casa­ 
blanca. 
2— Abrogation of the Italo-Germ an military alliance. 
3—— Initiative by the Italian people themselves to aban­ 
don the w ar in every category. 
T he time has come, he said, for the Italians to decide 
their own fate, and added that Marshal Pietro Badoglio’* 
regime had not yet approached the Allies regarding sur­ 
render. ,

Churchill said that the British 
themselves had made no attem pt 
to contact Prem ier Pietro Bado­ 
glio to learn his disposition on the 
Allied demands for unconditional 
surrender, which he reiterated was 
the price the Allies have set for 
peace. 
“We should allow the Italians 
to stew in their owrn juice for a 
bit and hot up the fire to the u t­ 
most In order to accelerate the 
process until we obtain from their 
government . . . all indispensible 
requirements we demand for car­ 
rying out the w ar against our 
prime and capital foe which is not 
Italy but Germany.”

Orders for this effect 
have been given all Allied com­ 
m anders concerned. 
"The decision of Italy to con­ 
tinue

yoke 
would not seriously affect the gen­ 
eral course of the w ar and still 
less would alter its ultim ate re­ 
sults." 
"I m ust utter a word of cau­ 
tion," Churchill continued. "W e do 
not know w hat Is going to hap­ 
pen in Italy now th at Mussolini 
has gone, and once the Fascist 
powers certainly and irretrievably 
are broken wa should be foolish 
to deprive ourselves of any means 
of coming to general conclusions 
w ith the Italian nation. 
"It would be a grave mistake,

"W e certainly do not seek to 
reduce the Italian life to a con­ 
dition of chaos and anarchy and 
find ourselves without any author­ 
ities with whom to deal.

"An immense task of garrison­ 
ing. 
policing and adm inistering 
will be throw n upon us, involving 
the gravest expenditure of power 
and time. We must be careful not 
to get into the kind of position 
which the Germans blundered into 
of having so many countries to 
hold down and adm inister from 
day to day the entire life of a 
very large population and thereby 
become 
responsible 
under 
hard 
conditions for the whole of their 
upkeep and well-being 
"W hat la Italy ss a war u n it?” 
he asked during the course of his 
discourse 
on 
t h e 
momentous 
events in the M editerranean 
"Italy," he said, "is, or rather 
was, perhaps about one-tenth of 
the powder of Germany." 
Then he dealt with the power 
rem aining to Germany. 
"German hopes of U-boat w ar­ 
fare turning the tide are sinking 
as fast as the U-boats themselves," 
he said. 
"The whole outlook of the Nazi 
party 
and 
regime, 
the 
w’hole 
ideological output," he continued, 
“will be disturbed and broken by 
events which happened and ere go­ 
ing to hipper, in Italy.

"Nevertheless let us not allow 
these favorable inclinations of our 
fortunes to blind us to the Immen­ 
sity of the tasks before us or the 
exertions still to be made and the 
privations and tribulations still to 
be endured and overcome. 
"The German national strength 
still is massive. This Nazi war 
machine is a hateful incubus upon 
Europe w'hich we resolve utterly to 
destroy, and affairs in Italy must 
be handled with the supreme ob­ 
ject constantly in view."

Problems of Adolescents

18. It is one of the most painful 
periods of human life both for the 
adolescent and the onlookers. 
Childhood is a relatively stable 
period of not-very-rapid physical 
change or growth, gradual mental 
development and spiritual retar­ 
dation. The child is willing to have 
his rules made for him; he is, with­ 
in limits, obedient, takes medicine, 
eats what is put before him (again 
within limits, and with some addi­ 
tions of his own), takes direction 
about his physical welfare. 
Then, of a sudden, these adven­ 
turers in life put away childish 
things—not yet a man, or woman, 
no longer a child, they turn yearn­ 
ingly in both directions. The other 
sex is discovered, and as is the 
case with most discoveries, results 
in confusion. Growth is so rapid 
that they are somewhat ridicu­ 
lous. Visions and ambitions assail 
them — their reading, if they do 
any, becomes adult. They arc 
moody, shy, sulky, loud, or ob­ 
streperous, as the case may be. 
Symptoms Magnified 
In wartime ail these normal 
symptoms of adolescence are mag­ 
nified and distorted. More than 
ever adolescents need parental 
control. And that is just what is 
now too often lacking. A school 
physician is quoted as saying that 
the employment of mothers as 
well as fathers in wartime indus­ 
try is having a most profound and 
unqualified had influence on ado­ 
lescents. There should be no ques­ 
tion about the draft deferment of 
fathers nor for the refusal to ac­ 
cept mothers in industry unless 
proper provision is made for the 
care of adolescents as well as in­ 
fants and children. 
The increase in th* nervous 
manifestations 
and 
personality 
disorder* of adolescence is, to say 
the very least, disturbing. 
Night terrors is one of these. 
It is possible that physical causes 
may operate in some of these 
cases — partial asphyxia due to 
adenoids, for instance. But most 
of them are conditioned by the ex­ 
periences of waking life.

They are more conspicuous in the senate than among the repre­ 
sentatives, though it has opposition in the lower house, too.

This quartet’s proposition is that the world needs unity. It pro­ 
poses to define what unity IS.

But that is different from one-power “Isolationism." It is different 
from isolationism on a partnership basis. 
The United States and Britain doubtless can Isolate in combina­ 
tion. Maybe they could do it with a de-Mussolini-ized Italy, and 
perhaps with a unified France. The Americas could be hooked up 
all tight. China? Possibly. 
Germany and Japan can be LICKED, but surely 
|t lo,ting 
it will not be a world federation. Is that going to 
make for permanent peace? It is a question that has 
P,ae* 
to be *ettled at the pending war * end. The isolation- 
Possible? 
lets aim at it arbitrarily. 
Sol Bloom’s Idea is that a "generalized" treaty will “stay put." His 
contention is that the last w ars treaty fizzled because it was too 
arbitrary—made no allowance*. It did fizzle. No dispute as to that. 
“Let s consider,’’ Bloom say*, “many contingencies in advance." 
I lie subject will come up again when congress next convenes. 
Well, Sol knows more about international affairs than anybody 
else on Capitol Hill. He has not been sufficiently emphasized. 
Bloom is chairman of THAT committee. He does not w'ant our 
•’hands tied" later. 
Bloom has not forgotten the last war. He was not chairman of the 
foreign relation* committee even then, but he was a member of IL 
He saw how it* result* went flooey subsequently. He isn’t a senator, 
but he is considerably a veteran at foreign affairs. When It comes to 
a show-down on p<ace, he can tie Senator Hatch or anybody else— 
including some foreign office functionaries.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


E. F. M.:—Is it dangerous for 
young children to go to th* home 
of an old person whom the doctor 
says has tuberculosis, but has 
built up an immunity? She says 
she hasn’t it and is careless 
around children. 
Answer: I answer this question 
about once a week, but will do »o 
again. About the most dangerous 
thing that can happen to a child 
is to be in contact with an older 
person who has tuberculosis. Tu­ 
berculosis is caught in childhood. 
and at no time later. It is caught 
from an older person. There is no 
danger in a person over twenty 
being around an older person with 
tuberculosis. Many older people 
either don’t know they have tuber­ 
culosis or can’t be convinced of it, 
but they are plague spots just the 
same. 


R. T .:—I am a boy 17 years old 
and am only five feet seven inches 
tall. I have always admired taller 
persons. What is the chance of 
growing after 17 years? 
Answer: Practically no chance.
